What ever it is, 
make sure it holds a bowl of 
some kind so you can build an 
arrangement in it later. Dont 
be afraid to let it tower above 
your dining room or coffee 
table. The taller it is, the more 
impressive, and leaves more 
table room for tricks or treats. 
(Ours stands a full 36" before 
the arrangement!)

| First things first: tightly wrap 
duct tape around a small area 
on the wreath and saw clean 
through it, duct tape and all. 





2 On the sewing machine, 
sew the 1/3 yard of fabric into 
a tube lengthwise, leaving the 
ends ragged. Turn rights sides 
out and feed onto the wreath 
like a sleeve. 


3 Using a little of the poly- 
ester fiberfill, stuff the fingers 
of the yard gloves loosely (so 
they remain somewhat limp) 
and slip them onto the taped 
ends of the wreath. If needed, 
add a little more fiberfill into 
the gloves but the wreath 
alone should fill up the 
"palms." 


4 Hot glue the wrists of the 
gloves to the straw wreath and 
pin them in three or four spots 
to keep them in place. You 
will never retrieve these pins 
so make sure the points are 
well-seated in the straw! 


5 Bring the sleeves down over 
the yard gloves. Remember, 


your scarecrow can look a lit- 
tle ragtag. If you need to split 
your seam to get it back over 
the glove, do so. 


6 Shove a bunch of the excel- 
sior mixed with a little Span- 
ish moss up the sleeve. Secure 
with hot glue if needed, and 
tie the end off with a piece of 
roping. Fray the rope ends. Do 
this for the other glove as well. 


7 Interlace the fingers of the 
gloves together so the scare- 
crow can hold things in his 
hands. Add a little hot glue to 
keep the fingers together. 


8 Now for the head: cut two 
circles from the muslin about 
10" across. This will act as the 
“bag” that the head is made 
from. Stitch the two pieces to- 
gether, leaving a small opening 
to turn it inside out for stuff- 
ing. (If you want a more ragtag 
look leave it wrong side out 


and fray.) 


2 Add a little hot glue around 
the heads opening and set it

Here's the Scoop on Candy Corn ... 


Candy corn is still made the same way today 
(practically) as. it was more than a hundred years ago! 
Spokespersons for the Goelitz Confectionery Company 
(the same fun people who bring you all those flavored 
Jelly Belly brand jelly beans) tell us that a wooden tray is 
first filled with cornstarch. Then a wedge-shaped metal 
form gets impressed into the cornstarch. The mold is then 
filled up, one squirt at a time, with the three different 
colors. It's left to sit around for a day or two and then 
the candy is separated from the cornstarch. The 
misshapen pieces are sorted out and discarded and the 
rest goes off to be packaged. 

The Goelitz candy people have been doing this non- 
stop since 1898! 

Did you know that twenty million pounds of candy 
corn is sold each Hallowe'en? That works out to be 
almost nine billion separate kernels! 

But we can get candy corn pretty much all year long. It 
comes in red, white and pink for Valentine's Day, red, 
white and green for Christmas ("Reindeer Corn") and 
white with pastels for Easter; yup, it's called "Bunny 
Corn 一 the kids love to put it out to feed the Easter 
Bunny. And here you thought Santa had all the fun! 

Oh, and one more thing, the proper order for the 
Hallowe'en colors is yellow on the bottom followed by 
orange in the middle and tipped with a bit of white. (By 
the way, if you push these onto your teeth they make 
great fangs ... just don't let your mom catch you doing 
it!)
